REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. Claims 1-24 are allowed. 

Claim 1 is allowed over the prior art of record since the cited references taken 
individually or in combination fails to particularly disclose a common mode filter 
circuit coupled between the first terminal set of the coupling circuit and the 
network leads: an attenuator having an input connected to the third 
terminal set of the coupling circuit, and an output connected to the output 
leads. 

It is noted that the closest prior art, Gerszberg et al (US 6546016, Apr. 8, 
2003 ) shows a cable facility management platform and connected the devices 
by cable service interface and filter the information and supply power to the 
electronic components of the analog front-end.. 

However, Gerszberg et al. fails to disclose or render obvious the above 
underlined limitations as claimed.
